To Carroll W. Mayo, a Constable of Naples, County of 
Cumberland, State of Maine, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of 
Naples, qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet at the 
town house in said town on the first day of March, A. 
D., 1943, at ten o’clock A. M., to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2.. To elect a town clerk. 


Art. 3. To elect one or more road commissioners or 
make other provision for the care of town highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To elect a selectman, assessor and overseer 
of the poor for three years, to elect a member of the 
school board for three years, to elect all other town offi- 
cers required by law to be elected by ballot for the 
municipal year 1943. 


Art. 5. To choose all other town officers and admin- 
ister oaths to all town officers chosen. 

Art. 6. To determine what sum of moncy the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
common schools. 


Art. 7. To determine what sum of money the town 
_ will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
high or secondary schools. 


Art. 8. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for school textbooks. 


Art. 9. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs on 
school buildings. 
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Art. 10. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for school supplies 
and incidentals. 


Art. 11. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for undertakers bills. 


Art. 12. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
poor. 


Art. 18. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for town charges. 


Art. 14. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for town highways 
and bridges. 


Art. 15. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for town officers sal- 
aries. 


Art. 16. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for snow bills. 


Art. 17. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes 
along the highways. 


Art. 18. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the tax collectors 
salary, also determine what rate of discount, if any, is 
to be allowed taxpayers if their taxes are paid on or 
before July 10th of the ensuing year. 


Art. 19. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for school committee 
salaries.

Art. 20. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to be applied on the 
town debt. 


Art. 21. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay interest 
charges on the town debt. 


Art. 22. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the “Aid of De- 
pendent Children”’’. 


Art. 23. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for advertising our 
natural resources advantages and attractions, under 
the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Art. 24. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $250.00 to maintain a free pub- 
lic library. 


Art. 26. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for street lights. 


Art. 27. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the care of Ceme- 
teries. 


Art. 28. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the fire depart- 
ment. 


Art. 29. To determine what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Civilian Defense. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $850.00 for the maintenance of 
State and State-Aid highways ‘for the ensuing year 
within the limits of the town, under the provisions of 
Section 9 and 18, Chapter 25, Revised Statutes of 1916. 
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Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $550.00 for the maintenance of im- 
proved sections of third class roads, or to be used in 
conjunction with the State apportionment for the con- 
struction of third class roads. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200.00 for Blister Rust Control 
in cooperation with the State Forest Service and U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture. Town funds will be supple- 
mented by State and Government if available. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow on the credit of the town, a sum 
sufficient to cover the running expenses of the town 
in the interim between the ending of the fiscal year 
and the annual town meeting. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote favorable on 
the following article: That for the purpose of procuring 
a temporary loan or loans, for the use of the Town of 
Naples, to pay indebtedness of said town due and to be- 
come due during the municipal year beginning March 
1, 1943 and ending February 5, 1944 the town treasurer 
be and he hereby is authorized and directed to borrow 
from time to time a sum or sums not exceeding in the 
aggregate fifteen thousand dollars, said sum being less 
than the tax levy of the preceding year, and to execute 
and deliver a note or notes of said town signed in his 
official capacity as treasurer, and countersigned by the 
selectmen. All of said notes or any renewal thereot 
shall be payable on or before February 5, 1944. 


Art. 35. To determine what action the town will 
vote to take in regards to the town farm property ; 
either to sell the timber, sell part of the farm, sell all 
of the property or raise money to repair the buildings 
or take other action that they deem fit. 
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Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
and instruct the selectmen on behalf of the town, to 
sell and dispose of any real estate acquired by the town, 
for non-payment of taxes thereon, on such terms as 
they deem advisable and to execute and deliver quit- 
claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
and instruct the selectmen to close any road in tow: 
against heavy traffic during mudtime if they ceem it 
advisable to do so. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Superintending School Committee to either close the 
school at Edes Falls, or to conduct a school there dur- 
ing the ensuing year if necessary or possible. 


Art. 39. To act upon any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting. 


The selectmen hereby give notice that they will be in 
session at the selectmen’s office between the hours of 
nine and ten A. M., on Monday, the day of the meeting, 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters.

COMMENTS

lost one of its outstanding citizens. We are going to 
miss “‘Jim’’. He was an ardent booster of the State of 
Maine and of the Town of Naples in particular. He 
was known from Maine to Florida and probably has 
done more to advertise the State than any other private 
citizen. He served his town as treasurer and always 
was interested in its welfare. Even when he was on his. 
vacation in Florida he kept in touch with at least one 
town official and always made it a point, whenever pos- 
sible, to get back home in time for “town meeting’. 
Jim was a man of vision, always planning and looking 
ahead to the future. It is this type of citizen that we 
need if we want to make ours a progressive town. Again 
we say, “we shall miss Jim’. 

Another year has gone past and that means another 
town report to get ready for the printer. We have to 
hurry the work this year for two reasons, first, town 
meeting comes early and secondly, theprinters areshort 
of help, however, we shall do our best and we know that 
the printer will try to get it ready by meeting day. 
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CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


We believe that our organization is operating quite 
smoothly. We are short of personnel but that is some- 
thing that can’t be helped these days. We would espe- 
cially like to commend the Chief Air Raid Warden who 
has so faithfully kept the Report Center in operation, 
also his personnel. The Observation Post has caused 
some worry but on the whole it has been staffed very 
well, even better than in most other towns if reports 
that reach us are correct. The personnel of the Post 
Should be commended too. Its too bad that so much 
of the work has to fall on a few when all are concerned 
but thats the way that it goes. The few can have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they have done their part 
and more. We sometimes wonder just what kind of a 
feeling the ones that don’t do their part for the com- 
mon good, have. 


HIGHWAYS 


We weren’t able to build any State-aid or Third-class 
roads this year due to the lack of state funds. We 
doubt whether there will be any built until after the 
war is over. In one way, it will be just as well, as it 
will be better to do this work when men, are looking 
and are needing work, than now, when labor is scarce. 
We have quite an overdraft in the highways and 
bridges account. This was caused in good part by 
higher wages and the wash-outs that we had early last 
summer. 


CEMETERIES 


We were unable to get anyone to take charge of the 
cemeteries this year. We did get some work done but 
not as much as we would have liked to have. If any- 
one would like to have this position, please contact the 
selectmen. We were unable to purchase a new water 
system because of the fact 'that no one seemed to have 
the time to contact the interested persons to raise the 
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necessary. money to match the towns appropriation, 
however, we are going to hold this appropriation over 
with the hopes that something can be done about this 
in the future. 

SUPPORT OF POOR 

This appropriation was cut this year, as we suggest- 
ed, however we did have some quite heavy expense but 
came thru within the appropriation. At this time it 
would seem that this account could be reduced still 
more this coming year. About the only ones that we 
have to look after now are people that are unable to 
work, the others must shift for themselves. 

TOWN DEBT 

We are happy to report that we have paid the Fire 
Department loan and still were able to close our books 
for the year with a balance of some over seventeen hun- 
dred dollars. The only town debt left now is the Edes 
Falls bridge loan of $2,750.00. We would strongly rec- 
ommend that the town appropriate the sum of $1,500 
to be applied against this debt. It might be possible 
for us to add the excise tax to this amount and clear 
the town of all debt this year. It seems to us that this 
would be a very wise move. We don’t know what we 
will have to face after the war and in any case it would 
be better to have a clean slate to start with. 

TAX COLLECTION 

The Collector turned in a collection this year of a 
little better than 99.5 per cent. We don’t know what 
you think of this, but we think that it is a record that 
any town could be proud of and we wish to commend 
both the collector and the taxpayers for this splendid 
showing. 

This year, as for the past three years, we have re- 
ceived a certificate of merit for our town report. These 
may be seen at the office.

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REPORT OF SUPT. OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Naples: 

I hereby submit my third annual report of the finan- 
cial standing and progress of our schools. 

In this race between education and catastrophe, the 
greatest race of all time, it seems imperative that our 
schools offer the best possible opportunities in order 
that our children may be able to think clearly! in the 
solution of dangerous problems and to be competent 
citizens of the democracy which is to survive. We are 
fortunate in having teachers who realize the necessity 
and recognize the opportunity for training children for 
national and world citizenship. I appreciate the friend- 
ly spirit of cooperation which is evident in response to 
my effort to meet such war emergencies as teacher 
shortage and curtailment of bus transportation. 

By closing the Edes Falls school for the time being 
and by using our transportation system to capacity, we 
are able to provide satisfactory school privileges, even 
though we have but three teachers. I wish to thank 
teachers and all others who have so willingly and effici- 
ently conducted rationing, salvage and war stamp pro- 
grams. 

During the past year repairs have been limited to 
bare essentials because of shortage in labor and mater- 
ial. However a heavy insurance bill caused an over- 
draft.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


In the early months of the year a Home Nursing 
Class was conducted at which many of the housewives 
were taught the practical facts and procedures that are 
essential in safeguarding the health of the individual 
and the family, and in giving home nursing care under 
the guidance of a physician in ordinary illnesses in the 
home. : 

The physical examinations in the schools were given 
by J. B. Bischoffberger, M.D., assisted by the State pub- 
lic health nurse. The purpose of health work in schools 
is to discover and correct physical defects as early as 
possible, the prevention of communicable diseases by 
immunization and education, and the development of 
understanding and practice of health principles by the 
pupils. Visits were made to the schools throughout the 
year to assist the teachers with their health problems. 
Fcllow-up visits were made to pupils with defects. A 
vaccination and immunization clinic was held in the 
spring and was very well attended. 

Visits were made to expectant mothers to provide 
the patient with general information as to diet, person- 
al hygiene and rest, to insure continuing contact be- 
tween patient and physician and to report to physician 
the patient’s general condition. Home visits were made 
to infants and pre-school children to stimulate early 
and regular care of well children by their physician or 
Child Health Conference, to demonstrate preparation 
of food and infant care in the home, and to urge early 
vaccination against smallpox and diphtheria. 

The formation of a local health committee would aid 
the nurse in her work and interpret her services to the 
community. 

I wish to express my appreciation also to all other 
individuals who have assisted with the program, espe- 
cially the busy physicians. It is to be hoped that the 
health work will be increased during the coming year.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Naples: 

In accordance with the request of your municipal of- 
ficers, this department, represented by W. M. Bragdon, 
has completed an examination of the accounts of your 
town officials for the municipal year ended February 
fe LOA. 

Our report, herewith submitted, was prepared from 
your town records and, to the best of our knowledge 
and belief, properly reflects the true and financial con- 
dition of your municipality as of that date; subject 
however to a probable shrinkage in the final settlement 
of unpaid tax accounts, and to a substantial shrinkage 
in the impounded cash and trust fund accounts.

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COMMENTS 


CASH: 


A detailed check was made of all receipts and dis- 
bursements, and comparisons made of checks drawn 
with the Selectmen’s warrants. Adjustments to the 
cash balance were as follows:

Cash receipts and disbursements were carried up to 
date of the audit, July 10, 1942, and all cash as adjust- 
ed was found on hand or on deposit. 
TAX ACCOUNTS: 


The 1941 commitment of taxes to the Collector was 
examined and found to be properly made. The balance 
due from the Collector on this commitment consists of 
unpaid taxes according to his records. No verification 
has been made of these unpaid items. | 

Payments received have been credited against the 
balances of prior years’ taxes. 

Schedule 2 lists in detail all unpaid taxes for the var- 
ious years. 

Excise taxes were checked from the triplicate copies 
and all amounts specified had been deposited with the 
Treasurer. Excise tax receipts were as follows: 


1941 year—receipts No. 109—No. 385 $1,054.75 
1942 year—receipts No. 1 — No. 86 597.61 
Total Collections $1,652.36 


All payments received on tax liens and tax deeds 
were found to have been applied against the proper 
items. The liens and deeds remaining unpaid were 
checked and are listed in Schedules 3 and 4. It would 
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seem advisable to have the tax deeds recorded. The 
1941 liens were recorded and placed on the properties 
within the required time. - 


TRUST FUNDS: 


An examination was made of the savings pass books 
covering trust fund investments and the detail is 
shown by Schedule 5. Payment was made by the town 
for cemetery perpetual care in anticipation of income 
to be received from the trust funds. :As the money 
was not withdrawn from the bank to reimburse the 
town before the close of the year, the expenditure has 
been set up on the Balance Sheet as a prepaid account. 


NOTES PAYABLE: 


Two notes given by the town are still outstanding. 
One was for the building of Edes Falls Bridge and the 
other for a Fire Truck and equipment. No reduction 
has been made on either note. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS: 


A considerable overdraft appeared as a result of the 
year’s operations due principally in the Highway and 
Bridges Accounts. This was caused by the necessity 
of finishing road work originally started on WPA. 


While an overdraft shows in the various depart- 
ments, it is more than offset by the reduction in out- 
standing notes, thereby causing a reduction in Net 
Debt of $2,385.17. Detail of this reduction is given in 


Schedule 6. 
GENERAL: 


All vouchers and payrolls were examined and were 
found to be proper charges and correctly recorded. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no ex- 
ternal verification was made of your asset or liability 
accounts.
